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Murder 
site home 
sale going 
through 

THE site where a business¬ 
man murdered his family 
and killed himself in 2008 is 
close to being sold 

The 16-acre site of the 
former Osbaston House in 
Maesbrook, near Oswestry, 
will be replaced by a new 
six-bedroom house. 

It marks a new chapter 
for a site that was the scene 
of one of the most shocking 
crimes ever seen in Shrop¬ 
shire. 

Christopher Foster shot 
dead his wife Jill and their 
teenage daughter Kirstie as 
well as the family pets be¬ 
fore setting the family home 
on fire. He killed himself 
and his body was found in 
the remains of the house. 

Renamed as Waterside 
House, the site was origi¬ 
nally on the market with a 
guide price of £600,000, but 
after a lack of interest it was 
dropped to £420,000. 

Estate agents Strutt & 
Parker confirmed this week 
that the sale was going 
through. 

A spokeswoman for the 
estate agent said: “The 
property has been under 
offer for some time but 
we’re now in a position to be 
able to officially mark it up.” 

Helena Tibbitts, an as¬ 
sociate with joint selling 
agents Fisher German, said: 
“We’ve had an offer on the 
table for some time and 
we’re now going through 
the legal process.” 

Study warns 
of risks from 
A&E closure 

REMOVING accident and 
emergency services from 
Shrewsbury will put lives 
at risk, a health study has 
warned. 

The Mid Wales Health 
Study, compiled by Welsh¬ 
pool Town Council and the 
North Montgomeryshire 
Local Council Forum, said 
the A&E must remain at the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
until there is proper provi¬ 
sion put in place for patients 
over the border in Powys. 

The report warns that 
if the A&E department is 
moved to Telford it could 
result in the loss of the lives. 

It says: “It is recom¬ 
mended that the A&E and 
support services are re¬ 
tained at Shrewsbury.” 


RSPCA man rescues injured swan from canal

A FEMALE swan has been res¬ 
cued by the RSPCA after it was 
found badly injured by fishing 
litter on the Shropshire Union 
Canal. 

The bird was discovered near 
North Road, Llanymynech, with 
a fishing lure stuck in her bottom 
eyelid and with fishing line coming 
out of her mouth. 

RSPCA inspector Christopher 
Dunbar rescued the swan on Sat¬ 
urday after several attempts to 
reach the injured bird. The swan 


has now been transported to a 
local wildlife hospital for treat¬ 
ment. 

Inspector Dunbar said: “An¬ 
other inspector had tried to catch 
the swan on Thursday and Friday 
but could not get her off the canal. 
I got lucky on Saturday and man¬ 
aged to get her. 

Danger 

“The poor swan had a fishing 
lure lodged in her bottom eyelid 
and had fishing line coming out 


of her mouth as well. Hopefully it 
will not be too long before we can 
reunite her with her mate. 

“This just goes to highlight the 
danger posed to wildlife by dis¬ 
carded fishing litter.” 

Every year fishing litter - in¬ 
cluding hooks, weights and line 
- causes injury and death to thou¬ 
sands of wild animals. 

Swans are one of the more com¬ 
monly admitted wild bird species 
in RSPCA wildlife centres, with 
large numbers being admitted 


as a result of fishing litter. Line 
can wrap around necks causing 
deep wounds in flesh and cutting 
off the blood supply, hooks can 
pierce beaks or become embedded 
in skin, and weights can be swal¬ 
lowed causing internal injuries 
and blockages,” Inspector Dunbar 
said. 

To try to reduce the numbers of 
injuries, the RSPCA asks fishers to 
take unwanted fishing line home 
and cut it into pieces before put¬ 
ting in the bin. 


COUNCIL'S BUDGET 
SLASHED BY £70m 


CASH-STRAPPED Powys County 
Council has revealed it needs to in¬ 
crease savings to £70million by 2020 
- another £15million - which it says 
will change the face of public servic¬ 
es for ever. 

The council said it has already undergone 


“unprecedented” 
changes in the past 
year after targeting a 
£40 million saving by 
2017. 

But now Councillor Barry 
Thomas, council leader, has 
revealed a further £15mil- 
lion will need to be saved 
during 2015/16, meaning 
£70 million will need to be 
slashed from the budget by 
2020. 

It has already planned to 
cut £20million by the end of 
the current financial year. 

A series of consultation 
events will now be held 
across the county to discuss 
what services could be af¬ 
fected. 

Change 

Councillor Thomas said: 
“We have already undergone 
a period of unprecedented 
change as a result of the 
financial pressures experi¬ 
enced by local government 
in recent years. 

“That pressure is likely to 
continue until the end of the 
decade as the national defi¬ 
cit programme continues. 

“As a result the county 
council will need to find 
further savings of £15m in 
2015/16 and including those

being delivered this year 
the savings requirement is 
£70m by 2020. 

“The challenge facing us 
is daunting and cannot be 
faced by the county council 
acting alone. 

“The face of public ser¬ 
vice delivery is changing 
forever. Some services, both 
discretionary and statutory, 
will have to be delivered dif¬ 
ferently, traditional service 
delivery methods are gone 
forever. 

“Strong communities 
with active organisations 
will play a key role in re¬ 
taining and delivering ser¬ 
vices for local people across 
the county or run the risk of 
services disappearing alto¬ 
gether. 

“But to ensure that the 
services communities want 
to retain are preserved we 
have to work with them and 
make sure they understand 
the challenges we face and 
the limited resources avail¬ 
able.”

A RUNNER has set a new world record in 
her back-to-back marathon challenge.

Oswestry, has set out to run 53 marathons 
in 53 days - a total of 1,400 miles. 

If she completes all 53 she will be the 
overall record holder for consecutive mar¬ 
athon running. 

And now with 16, 26.2 mile runs under 
her belt by Wednesday, Amy has already 
broken the record for the most consecutive 
marathons run by a female. 

She began her challenge in Chester and 
has since pounded the streets of Liverpool, 
Preston, Lancaster, Carlisle, Glasgow, Ed¬ 
inburgh, Newcastle, Sunderland, Durham, 
York, Hull, Wakefield and Leeds.

Councillor 
standing 
down for 
Trust role 

A TOWN councillor has 
stood down from his posi¬ 
tion to avoid any conflict 
of interest after becoming 
chairman of a charity trust. 

Dr John Morgan was the 
councillor for Llanerchyd- 
dol ward in Welshpool for 
six years, but handed in his 
resignation this week, say¬ 
ing he wanted to distance 
himself from the town coun¬ 
cil for the sake of the Bur¬ 
gesses Land Trust. 

He said: “The town coun¬ 
cil administers the Bur¬ 
gesses Land Trust which 
was founded by Act of Par¬ 
liament in 1761 and the 
original endowment of land 
was made in 1324, nearly 
700 years ago. 

“The terms of the act 
make it clear that money 
is to be spent on two objec¬ 
tives - to benefit the edifices 
of Welshpool Town Council 
and to look after the poor 
and needy of the town. 

“Because the charity has 
been looked after by the

Councillor Arwel Jones, 
of Four Crosses, Llanymy- 
nech, who represents the 
electoral ward of Llandysilio 
and Carreghofa, will now 
take on the role.

The steam train leaving Oswestry station for the first time in 50 years 


IT WAS like something from an old 
film - a stream train pulling up along¬ 
side the platform at Oswestry Railway 
Station, ready for passengers to climb 
on board for the first time in nearly 50 
years. 

Voluntary group Cambrian Heritage 
Railways has been working to restore 
the line and engine so that one day the 
steam train can give rides all the way 
to Gobowen. 

Roger Date, trustee for the volun¬ 
tary society, said: “It’s all about get¬ 
ting it ready for the town really. 

“A lot of the people are train enthu¬ 


siasts, but it’s also about what a bril¬ 
liant thing it would be for Oswestry as 
a tourist attraction. 

“It would link the town together and 
really bring people in. 

“The engine is owned by one of our 
members and he was kind enough to 
let us use it. 

“We’ve got a lot of ambitions for the 
railway line, but they take some time 
to complete. The lines need restoring 
and there’s a lot to do.” 

Overseeing the engine workers was 
railway veteran Brian Rowe, who 
worked on the lines for over 11 years 


before finishing when it closed in 1964. 

He said: “You can’t believe what it 
means to me to see this up and run¬ 
ning. I was the first member of Cam¬ 
brian Heritage Railways, so I’m very 
proud to see this going.” 

Station Master for the day was Mike 
Rowe, one of the group’s volunteers. 

Standing alongside the train and 
overseeing passengers, he said: “It’s 
fantastic. To see everybody able to get 
on and see it come up to the platform is 
brilliant. It’s the children who are the 
most interesting, some of them have 
never seen a steam engine before.”

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Powys to 
axe pest 
control 
service 

PEST control services pro¬ 
vided by Powys County 
Council will be withdrawn, 
it has been confirmed. 

The service will not be 
taking any further bookings 
for rat, mice or cockroach 
treatments after August 29 
although any jobs started 
before then will be finished. 

Wasp treatments will 
continue throughout Sep¬ 
tember but the service will 
not be taking any further 
bookings for treatments 
after September 26. 

Councillor John Powell, 
Cabinet member responsible 
for environmental health, 
said: “The council is facing 
severe financial challenges 
and this pressure is likely to 
continue until the end of the 
decade as the national defi¬ 
cit programme continues. 

“We are currently find¬ 
ing savings of £17.6 million 
for the current financial 
year (2014/15) with fur¬ 
ther savings of £15 million 
in 2015/16 and the savings 
requirement by 2020 is £70 
million. 

“Although the service has 
been valued by those who 
have used it in the past, it 
is a discretionary service 
and one the council can no 
longer afford to continue. 
“Once these treatments 
have been withdrawn, we 
would strongly urge mem¬ 
bers of the public to seek 
the services of qualified pest 
controllers.”

Skull found in wood could 
be trophy - inquest hears 



The jaw-less skull

A SKULL found in Oswestry woodland could be a 
trophy brought back from Africa or the Caribbean, 
an inquest has revealed. 

The identity of the remains discovered by a dog during a 
pheasant shooting party on Sweeney Mountain in Oswest¬ 
ry is still a mystery. 

But experts believe the bones belonged to man, of Afro Carib- 
- bean origin, aged 25 to 45, who died after

Ex-soldier gets 
a suspended 
sentence for 
rail near-miss 

A DRIVER who zigzagged his way across a 
level crossing at 75mph narrowly missing 
an on-coming train has been given a sus¬ 
pended jail sentence. 

James Hill, 23, overtook stationary cars 
as he sped towards the crossing before 
missing the train, which was travelling be¬ 
tween Shrewsbury and Welshpool and Mid 
Wales, by just 30 seconds. 

Ex-soldier Hill, who was driving an Audi 
TT, was handed an eight month suspended 
jail term and ordered him to carry out 300 
hours unpaid work. He was also banned 
from driving for 18 months, told to take an 
extended re-test and must pay £1,200 costs. 

Judge Niclas Parry, sitting at Caernarfon 
Crown Court, told Hill he had put lives at 
risk by his actions at the Buttington cross¬ 
ing on the A458 near Welshpool. 

Judge Parry said: “To describe your ac¬ 
tions as a moment of madness would be a 
gross understatement. 

“It beggars belief you saw fit to overtake 
a line of stationary cars at a level crossing, 
crossing double white lines in order to do 
that, and having seen lights flashing and a 
barrier coming down. You put lives at real 
risk.” 

He told the court that Hill, of Maesymeil- 
lion, Llandysul, Dyfed, had served in “test¬ 
ing tours” in Afghanistan then trained as a 
lorry driver. 

“There’s no doubt you have acted out of 
character,” he declared. 


1963. 

What killed the man is not known but 
a pathologist found holes that could have 
been made with tools before or after death. 

Evidence suggests the cranium - a skull 
without a jaw - had been in a desert en¬ 
vironment before being laid in the open 
woodland. 

It had not been buried in Oswestry and 
there was nothing to suggest any further 
remains were nearby, the inquest was told. 

“The possibility that this represents a 
trophy that was brought back from abroad 
should be considered,” Dr Nicholas Hunt, 
home office pathologist wrote in his find¬ 
ings. 

The details were revealed in a police 
report read at an inquest in Shrewsbury, 
when an open verdict was reached. 

The hearing was told the cranium was 
found at a crossroads of Sweeney Mountain 
and a public footpath when a dog brought it 
out of the woods on November 8. 

A full genetic profile of the man was 
compared against the national DNA and 
the missing persons databases but found 
no matches. 

But the DNA was found to be 12 times 
more likely to belong to a man of Afro Car¬ 
ibbean origin than Caucasian. 

The report stated that the “best esti¬ 
mate” was that he had died after 1963 and 
the age at the time of death was between 
25 and 45. 

Dr Gordon Cook, Professor of Environ¬ 
mental Geochemistry at the Scottish Uni¬ 
versities Environmental Research Centre, 
found the man had lived on a diet of plants 
and fish, not typical of Europe. 

Holes were found in the skull and Dr 
Hunt said he could not exclude the possi¬ 
bility these were made with tools. 

Mr John Ellery, coroner for Shropshire 
and Telford & Wrekin, said: “The cranium, 
being the skull less the jaw, belonged to a 
man of Afro Caribbean origin and if alive 
today he would be 77 to 90 .”

A NEW tourist and visitor centre is being planned for the outskirts of 
Oswestry, potentially creating a dozen jobs. 

The centre at Pentre Clawdd Farm, which already has a thriving Christmas 
tree business and a caravan and camping pod site, could also be used for lec¬ 
tures and talks on visitor attractions as it offers panoramic views of Old Oswest¬ 
ry Hillfort. 

Emma and Julian Morris, who own the site on the Oswestry to Gobowen road, close to 
the A5 roundabout, have applied for planning approval to build the tourism and visitor 
centre along with car parking and associated highways improvements. 

A statement lodged with Shropshire 
Council by Roger Parry and Partners in 
support of the bid says the couple want 
to expand the business with four full-time 
posts and eight part-time jobs being cre¬ 
ated. 

The statement says: “They believe at 
Pentre Clawdd they can not only create a 
fantastic destination for visitors but can 
provide added value to the local community 
through this development with the creation 
of future employment. 

“The camping pod business has given an 
added dimension to the farm and they are 
attracting visitors from all over the country 
that want to experience a glamping holiday 
in a beautiful part of Shropshire. 

“They believe they are making a differ¬ 
ence to Oswestry and the region with the 
diverse range of activities, they also believe 
that they have created an attractive visual 
point of reference for people travelling past 
Oswestry, they want to build on this for the 
future. 

“The visitor centre will complement the 
caravan business and camping pods as 
it will provide a meeting point for those 
who wish to walk or cycle local trails such 
as Offa’s Dyke, Wat’s Dyke and the Old 
Oswestry Hill Fort. 

“Ventures and development such as the 
proposed, ensure that tourism is directed 
not only into the heart of Oswestry but to 
the surrounding county also.” 

The statement adds: “The visitor cen¬ 
tre has the ability to provide information 
to visitors and tourists on many of the key 
historical sites in the area. 

“The applicant believes that this building 
can be a primary display for the world fa¬ 
mous hill fort with its panoramic views.The 
building will also be utilised for lectures 
and talks on visitor attractions.” 

The application has been lodged with 
Shropshire Council and is out for public 
consultation. 


Council asking 
developers to 
change plans 

DEVELOPERS have been asked to recon¬ 
sider elements of plans to build more than 
60 homes on a historic estate and demolish 
part of a Grade Il-listed stately home. 

Rights of way officers at Shropshire 
Council have claimed a restricted byway 
runs through the Brogyntyn estate, near 
Oswestry, where J Ross Developments Ltd 
want to build the homes. 

A new road is expected to be built as part 
of the development, but the council officers 
have called for traffic calming measures to 
be included on the byway in the interests 
of public safety. 

The redevelopment of the site, once occu¬ 
pied by the Harlech family, will include the 
demolition of the hall’s north east service 
wing as well as conversion of the estate’s 
Home Farm to 11 residential properties 
and the building of 50 new homes in the 
grounds of the estate. 

Papers in support of the bid by J Ross 
Developments Ltd say the alterations to the 
hall, parts of which date to the late 17th 
century, are key to ensuring its long term 
survival by transforming it into a viable 
private country residence. 

The report by rights of way officers says: 
“The section which runs close to Brogyntyn 
Hall is subject to a public path diversion 
order which has yet to be confirmed. 

“This is waiting on works that are re¬ 
quired to be completed by the applicant.” 



Dragon unveiled in Belgium

Speaking at the event, Peter Carter 
Jones, co-ordinator of the Welsh Memorial 
in Flanders Campaign Group, said: “At a 
chance meeting in 2010 I learned there was

no single welsh memorial for all the Welsh 
fallen.We wanted to change that. 

“This memorial’s artist is from Tenby, 
the stones from Pontypridd and the dragon 
was made in Wales. Every bit of it is Welsh. 

“People not born yet will come here to re¬ 
member the dreadful history this memorial 
represents. We will not forget them.” 

The final statue measures 8ft long and 
weighs 70st (450kg) and is a lasting memo¬ 
rial to the estimated 40,000 Welsh soldiers, 
sailors and airmen who died during the war. 

MP for Montgomeryshire, Glyn Davies, 
said: “I think it is absolutely brilliant, it’s 
so impressive.”

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Father is spared jail term 
after threats with knife

A MOTHER was so scared that she hid her children in the attic when 
she heard her husband sharpening a knife in the kitchen after a row. 

Thomas Miles avoided custody for telling his wife he would stab her in front of 
their three children, but was told by a judge that he “had a difficult road ahead” 
to regain their trust. 

Miles, 52, pleaded guilty to affray at Shrewsbury Crown Court and received a six month 
jail sentence, suspended for 18 months. 

The father-of-three was a man of good character who had led a “decent and useful” life, 
Judge Robin Onions said, but had been suffering from depression and drinking when he 
made the threat on January 5 this year.

STAFF at a village nursery near Oswest¬ 
ry have been praised after inspectors were 
left impressed by the standards of care and 
education. 

Inspectors from Estyn made the report 
after visiting the Welsh-medium Cylch 
Meithrin Glyn Ceiriog nursery in the 
Ceiriog Valley. 

Nursery staff were praised by Ken 
Skates, Assembly Member for Clwyd South 
whose constituency includes the Ceiriog 
Valley. 

The Labour Assembly Member paid trib¬ 
ute to the team at the village nursey, which 
has 18 pre-school children on its roll, after 
inspectors rated both its current perfor¬ 
mance and prospects for future improve¬ 
ment as ‘good’. 

Mr Skates said: “This is an extremely 
positive report which highlights many 
areas in which the nursery excels - I’m sure 
the staff and parents are delighted. 

“The inspectors noted that children are 
making good progress in their learning; 
that they are happy and secure and that 
the relationships between them and the 
staff are good. There is plenty to be pleased 
about here. 

“I was glad to see the report also state 
that the care, support and guidance the 
children receive is good and that the team 
of four who run the group work very well 
together and have a clear focus.” 


Kevin Jones, prosecuting, said Miles and 
his wife has been married for 15 years. She 
had returned to the family’s home in the 
Oswestry area in the evening after visiting 
a friend with the children. 

Miles was in a bad mood and had been 
drinking, he said, and confronted his wife 
saying it was “unreasonable” for her to 
have been gone so long and to have come 
back so late. 

Mr Miles said: “You won’t sleep tonight. 
If you go to bed, I’m going to stab you.” 

Mr Jones said Mrs Miles went away “re¬ 
ally scared” and then heard Miles sharpen¬ 
ing a knife in the kitchen, at which point 
she took the children upstairs and called 
the police. 

“She was terrified to the extent she put 
the children in the attic to hide them from 
him,” Mr Jones said. Miles then started 
calling for one of the children, went into the 
bedroom to ask his wife where they were 
and then went downstairs again. The police 
then arrived and arrested him, he said. 

Judge Onions said Miles, now of Rich¬ 
mond Road, Wrexham, had accepted re¬ 
sponsibility for his actions and accepted 
that his marriage was over. 

Miles had not seen his children since and 
Mrs Miles had started divorce proceedings. 

“He was not a well man,” he said. “But 
he had sufficient control to know his behav¬ 
iour would be exceptionally frightening to 
his wife and children.” 

He told Miles he believed his actions 
were “very much prompted by the fact you 
were ill, and unwisely self-medicated with 
alcohol. 

“None of us a re immune to mental 
illness.” 

But, he added: “Your behaviour was so 
erratic your family thought they were at 
risk.” 

Miles was also ordered to pay £250 costs. 
He is voluntarily receiving treatment for 
depression, Judge Onions said. 


IT WAS banana shaped, with bright lights 
flashing around it - and it has become the 
latest UFO mystery to strike over the skies 
of Shropshire and Mid Wales. 

A model aircraft enthusiast says he has 
been left puzzled by three unidentified fly¬ 
ing objects he spotted over the skies near 
his home on the Powys/Shropshire border. 

Mervyn Davies, the founder of Oswestry 
and District Flying Club, is wondering if 
anyone else saw the strange bright lights in 
the sky above their homes on Wednesday, 
August 13.

But Mr Davies says what he saw were not 
stars, but lights acting in a manner he had 
never seen before. 

Mr Davies, of Llys Rhysnant near Four 
Crosses, said he spotted the first object at 
about 9.45pm from his bedroom window 
and after it rose into space, two other bright 
lights emerged, which shot around the sky. 

He said: “I know what aircraft can do be¬ 
cause I do the model flying club and I go 
to all the air shows such as at Welshpool 
and Cosford and these were definitely not 
normal aircraft.”

What struck me this week was 
the news that a Welshpool town 
councillor is standing down to 
concentrate on chairing a charity 
trust to avoid a conflict of inter¬ 
est. 

John Morgan has been a 
member of the Town Council for 
six years and has been one of 
a number of councillors to raise 
questions over the running of the 
ancient Burgess Land Trust. 

The Burgess Trust money was 
left, it is claimed, to be spent 
on two objectives - to benefit 
the edifices of Welshpool Town 
Council and to look after the 
poor and needy of the town. 

The Burgess Land Trust dates 
from 1761 and has been run as 
a charity by Welshpool Town 
Council, acting as trustee. 

The Trust contains consider¬ 
able funds and was boosted by 
the controversial sale of a large 
area of land for housing a couple 
of years ago. 

There have been many at¬ 
tempts by both the press and 
members of the public over the 
years to delve into the dealings 
of the Trust - all have come up 
against a brick wall. 

Surely the running of such a 
well-intentioned bequest should 
be completely transparent and 
all dealings made public. After all 
there can be nothing to gain from 
keeping the dealing a closely 
guarded secret. 

Mr Morgan is only part of a 
new team that has been formed 
to administer the Trust with 
even Montgomeryshire MP Glyn 
Davies on board. 

Their mandate must surely 
be to make all dealings open to 
scrutiny.

Village's iconic church is 
now a county treasure 


The tin church which was 
built over a century ago 
has stood the test of time. 
PflM griffin pays a visit 

IT COST a mere £120 to buy 
from Harrods and arrived on a 
truck as a flat-pack kit more 
than a century ago. 

But Maesbury’s iconic tin taber¬ 
nacle church has stood the test of 
time and is still a much-loved build¬ 
ing in the community. 

The 108-year-old parish church shows 
few signs of wear and tear at first glance, 
and is believed to be one of only two 
examples of its kind in Shropshire, the 
other being Knowle Mission Room near 
Clee Hill in the south of the county. 

Assistant churchwarden Maureen Ross 
said the tiny church is still well used by 
villagers, with a steady attendance at 
Sunday services and outreach activities 
held throughout the year. 

It is also popular with visitors, includ¬ 
ing users of the nearby canal who occa¬ 
sionally pop in to join in with Sunday 
services. 

Comments 

“We’ve been opening every day since 
June and we’ve had some lovely com¬ 
ments from people saying they’ve always 
wanted to come in,” she said. 

“The interior wood panels are still in 
lovely condition - I understand it’s the 
same as it was when it opened.” 

The church’s exterior is striking, with 
its small bell house, arched windows and 
clean white walls making it stand out 
from the neighbouring houses. 

It was built as a result of demand in 
the village, which at the time had no An¬ 
glican building and just a Welsh chapel. 

Mrs Ross said: “The land was given 
to the church by the Lloyd family from

Aston Hall. The building arrived as a 
flat-pack and was erected by two men. 

“The church was obviously much 
needed, and welcomed when it was 
complete. The first week’s collection 
was £13 - a very large amount for that 
time. 

“In the 1950s and 1960s the church 
needed new pews, so carpenters from 
the Derwen College in Gobowen made 
14 new pews for us. We had a new altar 
at about the same time, given by the 
widow of Ray Morris, from The Ball 
Mill. She donated a new bishop’s chair 
as well.” 

Despite the support given by local 
people, it took until 1996 for the church 
to be recognised as its own parish, 
thanks in part to the construction of 
Oswestry’s bypass. 

“Before the church was built here 
in Maesbury anyone who wanted a 


Church of England service had to go 
into Oswestry. 

“A lot of people carried on doing that, 
but when they built the bypass and it 
was more difficult to get to church we 
got our own vicar and became a parish 
in our own right,” Mrs Ross said. 

Age is starting to tell on the church 
however, and parishioners recently held 
a duck race to bring in funds for repairs 
to the roof over the vestry, which had 
started to leak. 

More repairs will be needed on the 
windows and doors, but Mrs Ross said 
a lot more money - £18,302 to be pre¬ 
cise - will be needed to complete all the 
work. 

“The window sills are really in need 
of replacing. When you clean them bits 
of wood flake off, and they never really 
come clean. 

“There are gaps between the win¬ 


dows and the frame, and there are also 
gaps with the vestry door,” she said. 

“Actually the vestry door has got so 
bad that the mice are getting in under¬ 
neath. I know you’re supposed to have 
church mice, but it’s not really very 
good.” 

But she said the planned renovations 
gave the church an opportunity to make 
some exciting changes to its appearance. 

She said: “All the windows need re¬ 
placing. We’re hoping that someone 
would want to sponsor a window to help 
us raise the money. 

“But what we’re really hoping to do is 
to change the two windows at the front 
of the church and have stained glass. 
The church is dedicated to St John the 
Baptist, so possibly include St John in 
the windows.” 

A collection box has been installed at 
the back of the church, donated by Black 
Country Ironworks, but the church is 
also hoping to have offers of practical 
help from people who could help to fit 
the new windows and doors, saving 
money on the project. 

“It’s such a lovely building. It’s got a 
lovely atmosphere, and people really do 
like coming in to see us,” Mrs Ross said. 

Events 

“We’re planning more events for the 
rest of the year including taking part in 
the Montgomery Canal Festival in the 
village. 

“We will be opening the church for the 
Ride and Stride event around different 
churches in Shropshire in September 
and will be holding Messy Church ser¬ 
vices. 

“And I’m looking at getting a choir in 
to sing at a fundraising event in the very 
near future.”

Bill Longmore, police and 
crime commissioner for West 
Mercia, has revealed he is seek¬ 
ing people’s views on which 
punishments should be included 
in the Community Remedy Doc¬ 
ument. 

Victims of crime in Shropshire 
will be asked to decide how of¬ 
fenders should be punished, un¬ 
der new rules being drawn up. 
Injured parties will be offered a 
list of retributions - and will be 
able to pick how they would like 
to see justice done. 

And from October, victims will 
be offered the list of options by a 
police officer when a conditional 
caution or a community resolu¬ 
tion is deemed the best way to 
deal with the crime. 

Proposed punishments to 
choose from include face-to- 
face talks between the victim 
and the perpetrator with the help 
of a mediator. 

And neighbourhood justice 
panels could also be an option. 

Other ideas include a written or 
verbal apology from the offender, 
paying damages or unpaid work. 
Acceptable behaviour contracts, 
alcohol or drug treatment and 
anger management courses will 
also be an option. 

The new scheme is part of the 
Anti-Social Behaviour, Crime and 
Policing Act. 

Mr Longmore said: “It has al¬ 
ways been my intention to put 
victims at the very heart of the 
criminal justice system and this 
new legislation allows me to do 
just that. 

“It is important that as many 
people as possible play their 
part in helping to shape a more 
locally-driven and victim-centred 
approach to criminal justice, and 
one that makes offenders pay¬ 
back directly to those who they 
have offended against.” 

Mr Longmore’s strategies are 
known for being victim focused 
and last year he defended West 
Mercia Police’s policy of handing 
bouquets to victims of burglaries 
and muggings. 

“The money for the flowers 
comes from the police commu¬ 
nity fund, a charity which officers 
pay a small fee to out of their 
pay check. I don’t think it’s a 
bad idea but the point is where 
do you stop - you can’t give out 
flowers to victims of every crime.

CAN MY EMPLOYER PASS ON MY PERSONAL DATA TO ANYONE? 

Q: The application form I completed for the job I have just been offered requested what I consider to be sensitive information that my 
employer will undoubtedly keep on file. Am I entitled to check that the information is being held accurately, and is my employer legally 
entitled to pass that information on to anyone else? 

A: Under the Data Protection Act 1998 an employee has a right to be told whether data is being held or processed by their employer. 

They also have a right to request a description of the data, the purpose for which it is being held and details of other persons or 
organisations to whom their employer may disclose such information. 

You can write to your employer requesting access to your personal data. Your employer must then either give you or allow you to inspect 
the information within 40 days of your request. If the information is supplied you may be asked to pay a fee. 

If your personal data is factually inaccurate, you should write to your employer detailing the inaccuracies. Explain that information 
needs to be accurate under the Data Protection Act. If your data still remains factually inaccurate, contact the Information Commissioner’s 
Office (ICO). 

Your employer must not disclose your personal data to a third party, unless you have been informed of this and given your consent. 

There are however some exceptions. For example your employer is legally obliged to disclose information to the Inland Revenue, the 
Police, Child Support Agency, Benefits Agency or Department of Work and Pensions, but you must still be told what information is being 
disclosed, to whom and why. If you think your employer has breached the Data Protection Act, you can make a complaint to the Information 
Commissioner’s Office.

Retired businessman died 
in lawn mower accident 


A RETIRED transport firm boss was killed 
when his sit and ride lawnmower plunged 
into a ditch pinning him underneath, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

John Russell Cadwallader, who ran one of the larg¬ 
est privately-owned haulage companies in the UK, 
died cutting his son’s lawn in Oswestry. 


The 82-year-old retired 
from G and R Cadwallader 
in 1996 and his sons John 
and David opened Cad¬ 
wallader Limited, based in 
Maesbury Road. 

Mr Cadwallader, of 
Weston Lane, Oswestry, 
was cutting the lawn at the 
Hayes Barns in Racecourse 
Road for one of his sons who 
was renovating the prop¬ 
erty. 

But when he did not 
return home, his wife 
Gwyneth drove out there 
and found him trapped un¬ 
derneath the lawnmower. 

A post mortem revealed 
Mr Cadwallader, known as 
Russell, died of asphyxiation 
after the accident on Tues¬ 
day, May 6. 

Philip Tyler, coroners 
officer for Shropshire told 
a hearing in Shrewsbury 
yesterday: “Police were 
called to The Hayes Barns, 
Racecourse Road, Oswestry 
to a person trapped under¬ 
neath a ride on lawnmower.

On arrival the police found 
the deceased underneath an 
upside down lawnmower in 
a ditch. 

“Paramedics attended the 
scene and pronounced life 
extinct at 7.34pm. 

“Police were satisfied 
there was nothing unto¬ 
ward and listed the death as 
non-suspicious. 

“A post mortem revealed 
that the deceased died from 
asphyxiation.” 

Mr John Ellery, coroner 
for Shropshire and Telford 
& Wrekin recorded a verdict 
of accidental death. 

Mr Cadwallader is sur¬ 
vived by his wife, Gwyneth, 
sons John and David, 
daughters-in-law and three 
grandsons. Mr John Cad¬ 
wallader said his father re¬ 
mained active in retirement. 

“He kept himself busy so¬ 
cialising and taking a keen 
interest in the local commu¬ 
nity and was very proud of 
the company.”

A “TRENCHES through 
the Ages” exhibition has 
been created at the Park 
Hall Countryside Experi¬ 
ence, near Oswestry, the site 
of one of the largest training 
camps in the country which 
was built in 1915. 

Huge numbers of sol¬ 
diers, including poet Wil¬ 
fred Owen, spent time at 
the camp on their way to 
the front. 

Funding for the pro¬ 
ject, which includes replica 
trench systems from World 
War Two and modern con¬ 
flicts, such as Iraq and Af¬ 
ghanistan, was given by 
Shropshire Council. 

Mark Hignett, of 
Oswestry Museum, who has 
helped to lead the project, 
said: “We have tried to in¬ 
clude everything you could 
have come across in the 
trenches. The main trench 
is 150 feet long and the idea 
is to show what we have 
learned from 100 years of 
trench warfare. 

“People can explore front¬ 
line trenches, with machine 
gun posts, to the basic shel¬ 
ters cut into banks.”

Nominations 
craze leads to 
water warning 

WITH the latest internet craze ‘wet nominate’ leading to 
people jumping into lakes or rivers, DQr Cymru Welsh Wa¬ 
ter has issued a warning that lives could be at risk. 

The idea started with with videos of people pouring a 
bucket of cold water over their heads, but has now let to 
one post of a man in South Wales jumping off a bridge into 
a river being posted on the internet. 

Already this year, there have been two fatalities at res¬ 
ervoirs in England which,Welsh Water says, is a tragic re¬ 
minder of just how dangerous reservoirs can be. 

Welsh Water owns and maintains more than 80 reser¬ 
voirs across Wales including some close to the Shropshire 
border and while it encourages people to enjoy the areas 
surrounding them, it says swimming in them can prove 
fatal due to the hidden dangers that lurk beneath the sur¬ 
face of the water. 

Welsh Water’s Chief Operating Officer, Pete Perry said: 
“With the latest internet craze ‘wet nominate’ circulating 
on social media, we are worried that some people may be 
attracted by the idea of going for a swim or jumping into 
a reservoir. I cannot emphasise enough that people who 
do this are not only putting their own lives at risk but also 
the lives of people who may try and help if they get into 
difficulty. 

“People shouldn’t just take our word for it. The recent 
deaths at reservoirs in England are a stark reminder that 
while reservoirs might seem safe, they are full of hidden 
dangers with freezing cold water and strong currents. 

“We ask customers to remember that reservoirs are 
working sites that are an important part of the water cycle. 
This is why we display signage at these sites and campaigns 
asking customers not to swim at any time.” 

Formal opening of 
new health centre 


A TOWN’S new £2.4 million 
medical centre has been for¬ 
mally opened. 

A host of guests including 
town councillors and health 
professionals were invited 
to the official opening of the 
new centre in Chirk on Fri¬ 
day night. 

The new primary care 
centre has replaced the 
town’s former surgery on 
Castle Road. 

The land was made avail¬ 
able by Wrexham County 
Borough Council and the 
building was constructed by 
Anwyl Construction. 

The design of the building 
and the services it provides 
was agreed after discussions 
with the town’s GPs, health 
board and Wrexham County 
Borough Council. 

The two-storey build¬ 
ing includes rooms for GP 
consulting, GP training, 


treatments, counselling, 
phlebotomy and minor oper¬ 
ations in addition to rooms 
for the midwives, health 
visitors and outpatient ap¬ 
pointments.

THE group formed to oppose the building of the super dairy at 
Leighton has disbanded following final approval of the project. 

With work now well underway on the scheme CALFe members met to discuss 
the future of the group when it was decided the campaign against the farm 
should be called to a halt. 


A statement released by the group said: “There is no more that CALFe can do. CALFe 
would like to thank everyone for their support and generous donations to the cause.” 

- In early July a public meeting was call 

by members of the Leighton community, 
after the granting of planning permission. 
Many people attended to discuss possible 
next steps regarding the farm. 

It was decided by the community to form 
a liaison group - Leighton Community 
Group - to work in partnership with the 
farmer, Fraser Jones and Powys County 
Council planning department. 

The group’s aim is to keep the local com¬ 
munity informed and involved as Lower 
Leighton Farm expands. 

“Leighton Community Group will endeav¬ 
our to work cooperatively with all parties to 
ensure the best outcomes for all concerned,” 
said the statement. 

“The new group seeks to ensure the nu¬ 
merous planning conditions associated with 
the expansion are met in order to maintain 
and protect our community’s quality of life. 

“The aim being to bring the Lower 
Leighton expansion project to fruition in 
an efficient manner whilst causing the least 
possible disruption to the village. 

“The time has come for us all to work to¬ 
gether for the best possible outcomes for the 
community of Leighton.”

THE number of people 
claiming unemployment 
benefit in Shropshire has 
fallen to its lowest level in 
almost six years.

Placebo drug to be used 
to treat cardiac arrests

PATIENTS whose hearts stop in Shropshire and Mid-Wales could be 
given a placebo instead of adrenalin during a study into whether or 
not the current treatment save lives. 

Paramedics at the West Midlands and Welsh Ambulance Services will give 
people in cardiac arrest either salt water or adrenalin in a trial due to start in 
the Autumn. 

Neither the medic, nor the patient or their relatives will know which they are getting. 


Nasa provides 
space age help 

PATIENTS at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital could soon find themselves walking 
on air thanks to space age technology being 
provided by its League of Friends group. 

The AlterG Anti-Gravity Treadmill will 
be arriving at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital soon. 

It uses technology created at NASA to 
allow virtually weightless walking and run¬ 
ning. 

Costing £35,000, the treadmill provides 
patients with a weightlessness that enables 
them to run, walk, jump and do weight-bear¬ 
ing exercises with virtually no impact on 
their joints, lower back, knees and ankles. 

The machine proved a great success dur¬ 
ing a recent trial at the hospital. 

The system works through patients don¬ 
ning special shorts which are then zipped 
into a pressurised bag effectively reducing 
body weight by up to 80 per cent. 


Current guidelines used by the ambulance 
services recommend routinely giving adren¬ 
alin during the resuscitation of patients who 
have suffered cardiac arrest. 

But there are concerns that adrenalin 
may cause brain damage and may not help 
overall survival at all. 

A new study, led by Warwick University, 
will be rolled out across Shropshire and 
Wales as well as London, the South coast 
and the North East. 

The first 8,000 patients who suffer a car¬ 
diac arrest in these areas will be included. 
People will, in theory, be able opt out of the 
study in advance. 

But Dr Martin Underwood, whose team 
at Warwick University are running the 
study, acknowledged that few were likely 
to opt out and that the logistics of checking 
the identity and wishes of patients during 
frantic attempts to save their lives would be 
difficult. 

He stressed that all other resuscitation 
including heart massage and defibrillation 
would be conducted on all patients as nor¬ 
mal. 

“There are sufficient grounds for concern 
that what we are doing at the moment is 
detrimental to people.”

The driver managed to get 
out of the vehicle by himself 
and was treated at the scene 
by paramedics before being 
taken to hospital for further 
treatment. 

Ambulance service 
spokesman John Hawker 
said the driver was out of 
the car when a crew arrived 
to give treatment. 

He said: “He suffered 
multiple but minor inju¬ 
ries and was treated at the 
scene before he was taken 
by ambulance to the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital for 
further treatment. 

“We were called at about 
8.30am after reports that 
a car had left the road and 
rolled.” 

Police attended the inci¬ 
dent and used Twitter to ask 
drivers to avoid the area. 

The road did not have to 
be closed.

Bizarre looking giants of 
the invertebrate world 


I RECENTLY mentioned the cu¬ 
rious quirk of zoological misno¬ 
mers; top of my list, the (neither) 
slow (nor) worm of our only na¬ 
tive legless lizard. 

But I also mentioned that mid-sum¬ 
mer is truly THE time for insects 
and bringing together these two lines 
of thought is the mighty Elephant 
Hawkmoth. 

Moths are generally drab affairs with 
the odd specimen exhibiting interesting 
and occasionally beautiful cryptic patterns, 
but nonetheless with the overall theme of 
‘brown’. Certainly there are lighter colours 
and darker ones but none quite match the 
audaciousness of the pinks and greens of 
the Elephant Hawkmoth. 

So, misnomers. Why elephant and why 
hawk? The first is completely unapparent 
when looking at the brash adult moths, 
after all what possible connection to el¬ 
ephants is there in the colours pink and 
green and the moth’s simple arrow shape? 
None. The answer becomes more apparent, 
in fact quite charmingly so, when we go 
back a couple of steps and look at the cater¬ 
pillars. These giants of the Salopian inver¬ 
tebrate world are truly bizarre looking. No 
mere browns or sap greens for bog-standard 
camouflage here, but a wonderfully purple 
back with speckles of blue and dark spots 
tingled with blue, yellow and white. 

The tail has a soft spike on the end and 
the head, at first seeming round in fact has 
an extendible ‘trunk’ around the mouth 
parts. This is where the moth gets part of 
its name and I think it’s a rather enchant¬

ing characteristic. The reason I mention it 
now is that these caterpillars can be found 
at exactly this time of the year and although 
those colours above mentioned may not 
seem perfectly camouflaged, you certainly 
will have to look hard to spot them amongst 
the leaf litter. 

It is also said of the caterpillars, mainly 
by people trying to match species with 
name, that when it is threatened by pred¬ 
ators, it retracts its so-called trunk and 
swells the dark blotches or eye spots, mak¬ 
ing the front of the body seem more like an 
elephant’s head. I’m happy just to stick to 
the trunk. When fully grown the caterpil¬ 
lar moves down to the ground to pupate. 
It remains in this state until the following 
spring (around May) when it emerges as an 
adult moth. 

The hawk bit might be slightly less ap¬ 
parent. It simply refers to the flying ability 
of these moths. They can fly up to 15mph, 
are large in size and have the ability to 
hover. I might also add that the phrase 
‘eyes like a hawk’ is not entirely lost upon 
the Elephant Hawkmoth. They have excel¬ 
lent sight and are able to see in colour even 
in total darkness. Look for the moths them¬ 
selves by night when they’ll be feeding on 
honeysuckle, valerian and petunias.

victimstodecide 
punishments of 
county criminals 

VICTIMS of crime in Shropshire will be asked to decide 
how offenders should be punished, under new rules being 
drawn up. 

Injured parties will be offered a list of retributions - and 
will be able to pick how they would like to see justice done. 

Bill Longmore, police and crime commissioner for West 
Mercia, today revealed he is seeking people’s views on 
which punishments should be included in the Community 
Remedy Document. 

And from October, victims will be offered the list of op¬ 
tions by a police officer when a conditional caution or a 
community resolution is deemed the best way to deal with 
the crime. 

Proposed punishments to choose from include face-to- 
face talks between the victim and the perpetrator with the 
help of a mediator. 

And neighbourhood justice panels when the criminal, the 
victim and members of the community agree on a suitable 
payback could also be an option. 

Other ideas include a written or verbal apology from the 
offender, paying damages or unpaid work. 

Acceptable behaviour contracts, alcohol or drug treat¬ 
ment and anger management courses will also be an option. 

The new scheme, part of the Anti-Social Behaviour, 
Crime and Policing Act, is aimed at helping victims get jus¬ 
tice quickly and making sure offenders face immediate and 
meaningful consequences of their actions. 

Mr Longmore said: “It has always been my intention to 
put victims at the very heart of the criminal justice system 
and this new legislation allows me to do just that. 

“It is important that as many people as possible play 
their part in helping to shape a more locally-driven and 
victim-centred approach to criminal justice, and one that 
makes offenders payback directly to those who they have 
offended against.” 

Mr Longmore’s strategies are known for being victim fo¬ 
cused and last year he defended West Mercia Police’s policy 
of handing bouquets to victims of burglaries and muggings. 

At said: “The money for the flowers comes from the po¬ 
lice community fund, a charity which officers pay a small 
fee to out of their pay check. 

“I don’t think it’s a bad idea but the point is where do 
you stop - you can’t give out flowers to victims of every 
crime.

Coming up with an upgrade of 
the Qashqai was always going 
to be a problem for Nissan fol¬ 
lowing the model’s phenomenal 
success. 

After all, over 50,000 models were 
sold in the UK during 2013. 

But the company has managed to suc¬ 
cessfully upstage the previous model by 
producing a more refined product with 
class leading comfort and road composure 
to match. 

There are now four trim levels: Visia, 
Acenta, Acenta Premium and Tekna. On 
test was the range topping Tekna which 
came in only a 1.2DIG-T format with manu¬ 
al, two-wheel drive transmission so I wasn’t 
expecting too. How wrong was I? 



Despite the small engine this Qashqia 
doesn’t let Nissan down. The new model 
may be bigger than its predecessor but 
the new small 1.2 turbo is more than just 
a replacement for the 1.6-litre outgoing 
number. 

The 1.2-litre takes just 10.9 seconds 
to get from 0-62mph, has a top speed of 
115mph and very good C02 figures of 
129g/km. 

It feels better on the road than the out¬ 
going model too. Longer and wider this 
crossover might easily be mistaken for 
something in the bigger 4x4 sector when it 
comes to handling. 

Handling 

New chassis control electronics mean 
road handling is a lot better than in the pre¬ 
vious Qashqai. 

But if you are looking for real reasons 
why this model is going to prove a winner 
for Nissan step inside the cabin and pre¬ 
pare to be blown away. 

You can’t help but be blown away by 
the brilliant panoramic glass roof and the 
five-inch TFT display between the dials is 
a real plus. 

The bigger seven inch navigation and 
entertainment touch-screen in the centre 
console is from a higher sector and you 
get so much more than expected. 

There’s Bluetooth, electrically controlled 
seats, heated front seats, front, rear and 
side cameras, intelligent park assist, heat¬ 
ed electric door mirrors and finding the 
best driving position is simple thanks to 
electric steering wheel adjustments. 

And there’s lots more to like such as 
start/stop technology, cruise control, se¬ 
lectable sport or normal steering, all-round 
power windows, graphite leather trim and a

very impressive automatic headlamp leve- 

ling system. 

This Qashqai is 47mm longer than the 
pervious model and fractionally lower and 
wider, giving it a sleek, poised stance while 
maintaining the crossover style, compact 
dimensions and raised driving position. 

Regular Qashqai buyers can’t help but 
be impressed with the new look either. 
Standing on 19inch alloys with silver roof 
rails and body coloured bumpers, handles 
and mirrors this Nissan is a good looker in 
any company. 

Inside there’s plenty of comfort for five 


passengers and you won’t be disappoint- 

ed by the amount of boot space either - so 
no problem with the golf clubs. 

You can expect to get more than 50mpg 
on the combined cycle through the six 
speed manual box and pay just over 
£23,000 to put a Tekna on the road.
